The bill, as will be seen, does not 
propose te confine the course of instruc- 
tion to a military school alone. On the 
other hand it provides for instruction in 
the various branches of science and art. 
There is a great and growing demand in 
Georgia for an institution like that con- 
templated by the bill. Hundredsot younz 
men from this State annually attend Wash- 
ington and other colleges, because there 
are no schools of similar import at home. 
There is no reason why one of the first in- 
stitutions in the country should not be 
built up according to the proposed plan. 
Then again, it would satisfy our Milledge- 
ville friends, since it would give them an 
institution of far more practical value to 
them than the capitol.

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A Black Diamond. 


From the Scientific American. } 


Mr. 8S. L. Young, of New Boston, III. 

writes us a description of a remarkable 
stone found by a soldier during the late 
war. back of Atlanta, Ga., during the siege 
of that city, and now in the possession of 
“a genticman residing in New Boston. He 
Saye: 
“It is a stone of most curious formation. 
being seven-eightha of an inch long, two 
and a half in circumference, weighs two 
ounces, and has evidently been broken at 
one end. The other end has eight facits: 
the sides are prismoid or dodecahedra. It 
is shining black. partly covered with a 
crust of a brownish color. There are places 
on it that have a very brilliant natural 
polish; it resists the action of the hardest 
tile, reducing it to smoothness in a very 
short time, and burnishing the file as com- 
pletely as the finest eniery stone would, 
und in much shorter space of time. Nitro- 
muriitic (aqua regia) has no action upon 
it. Ithas been immersed in the acid for 
ten days without producing the least effect. 
It. will ent glass with the facility of a gla- 
zier’s diamond. The end, where broken. 
presents a laminated appearance; not 
flakey, but though it had split. 

A number of lapidaries have examined 
it,and pronounce it of value. <A sutler, 
who examined it, offered at once over one! 
thousand dollars for it; but the gentleman 
who owns it, thinking from his ignorance 
that it might be worth much more, refused 
his offer, and still retains possession of it, 
though I understand he has had*a number } 
of better offers since, which he also refused. 
After a careful examination of it, I have} 
very little hesitation in pronouncing it a 
black diamond worth many thousand dol- } 
lars. I am a practical jeweler, and have 
had considerable ex perience with valuable 
stones, and have given this one a critical 
examination, and subjected it to all tests 
at hand. Believing it to be worthy the 
consideration of more scientifie men. I 
have concluded to furnish a description of
